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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . Applicant's response filed 7/1 5/2003, has been entered and made of record. 

2. The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance. 

The instant invention recites system comprising a computer configured to determine a 
position and shape of an object of interest from video images and to characterize activity of 
object of interest based on analysis of changes in position and shape over time, wherein said 
computer includes an object identification and segregation module receiving images and wherein 
object identification and segregation module operates using a background subtraction algorithm 
in which a plurality of video images are grouped into a set, a standard deviation map of the set of 
video images is created, a bounding box where a variation is greater than a predetermined 
threshold is remove from said set of video images, and the set of images less said bounding 
boxes is averaged to produce a background image, 

These key features in combination with other features of the claimed invention are neither 
taught nor suggested by the art of record. 

Claims 30 and 36, recites substantial very similar limitation as claim 6 above and is 



allowed for the same reason. 



Thus claims 2-4, 6-15, 18-28, 30, and 33-38, are allowed.
